Shultz planning shuttle diplomacy

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz has informed 
Arab and Israeli leaders that he will 
personally embark on an intensive 
round of shuttle diplomacy in the 
coming weeks if he becomes con- 
vinced that a breakthrough in Arab-

realistic. 


At the same time, Ambassador 
Moshe Arad was told yesterday by 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy that Jordan’s initia) reac- 
tion to the latest U.S. peace propos-

ἔ Philip Habib, warmly 
welcomed and praised the more ac- 
tive U.S. diplomacy in recent weeks 
in trying to revive peace 
negotiations. 

The king, Murphy informed 
Arad, told Habib that there was in- 
deed “a basis” for further discus- 


sions, although Jordan still bad 
many questions about the specific 
interim arrangements proposed for 
the Palestinians living in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Murphy is due to leave later this 
week for the Middle East to contin- 
ue to explore with various Arab and 
Israeli leaders the latest U.S. pro- 
posals aimed at achieving some sub- 
stantive interim agreements on the 
territories. : 

On his first leg of the trip, Mur- 
phy is expected to visit Syria, Saudi 
Arabia and Israel. He may visit oth- 
er countries, depending on the out- 
come of his discussions. 

US. officials said that Shultz, af- 
ter getting Murphy's report, would 
decide whether the moment is pro- 
pitious for the secretary personally 
to resume high-level shuttle 
diplomacy. 

According to a proposal advanced 
by Shultz, U.S. officials said, Israel 
and Jordan, working indirectly 
through a shuttling U.S. mediator. 
would attempt to agree in the com- 
ing months on the nature of limited 


Palestinian self-government in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

There would be no immediate 
need for Israel and Jordan — joined 
by West Bank and Gaza Palestinians 
- to embark on direct, face-to-face 


USS. officials said that this concept’ 


of indirect negotiations would make 
it easier for Hussein to participate. 

That step would be followed by 
the holding of formal elections in 
the territories to create a self-gov- 
ening authority, as envisaged in the 
1978 Camp David accord. 

Finally. according to Shultz's 
timetable, Israel anda joint Jordani- 
an- Palestinian delegation would 
embark on formal negotiations in 
December totry to reack agreemert 
on the final status of the territories.

Hussein straddling fence on U.S. plan

The question was put to him 
following rumours that Cabinet Sec- 
retary Elyakim Rubenstein had 
come to Paris to meet secretly with 
members of Hussein's entourage. 

Speaking after bis meeting with 


French President Francois Mitter- 
rand, Hussein reaffirmed his oppo- 
sition to a “limited summit” includ- 
ing Jordan, Israel and Egypt. 
Hussein said the only framework 
was an international peace confer- 
ence under the auspices of the UN 
Security Council. 

Other informed sources in Jerusa- 
lem also said that Rubenstein’s visit 
to Paris was unrelated to the current 
American diplomatic initiative. 
They would only say that the visit 
involved other issues with which Ro- 
benstein has been dealing for a num- 
ber of years. 

Tensions between the Prime Min- 
ister’s Office and the Foreign Minis- 
try worsened yesterday after leaks 
to the press about the Rubinstein 
trip and about a letter sent recently 
by Shamir to Secretary of State 
Shultz. : 

Sources in the Prime Minister’s 
Office accused the Foreign Ministry 
of “national irresponsibility” con- 
cerning the leakage of the Rubin- 


stein trip, saying that the roreign 
minister's aides had revealed the 
story in order to abort any possible 
meeting between Rubinstein and 
Hussein. But sources in the foreign 
minister's office denied that they 
had been the source for the story. 

The six-page Shamir letter, sent 
to Washington with Rubinstein last 
week, had been cited as proof that 
the prime minister had agreed to 
consider a territorial compromise 
with Jordan in negotiations on the 


manipulation of the 
contents of the letter as a “base 
breach of trust” and added that La- 
bour had “grossly distorted” its 
contents. 

In the letter, Shamir told Shultz 
that Hussein has been “misrepre- 
senting” Israel’s position when stat- 
ing that the territorial issue was 
“non-negotiable.”

Protests

A Palestinian was shot and killed 
and at least six others wounded in 
the West Bank yesterday during 
widespread protests which in some 
places were sparked by reports of 
the arrival of Jewish settlers in Arab 
communities, Three Israelis were 
hurt in the violence. - 

A 26-year-old man who tried to 
attack an officer during riots in Tul- 
karm last night was shot and wound- 
ed by the officer, and later died. an 
IDF spokeswoman said. A curfew 
was clamped on the town after bun- 
dreds of people took to the streets 
following reports that settlers were 
in the town. Barricades of rocks and 
burning tyres were set up on the 
Toads, soldiers were pelted with 
Stones, and rallying cries were 
broadcast from mosques, where Ar- 
abs took refuge after the curfew was 


imposed. 

Several rioters were arrested and 
two were found in possession of 
knives, military sources said. An ex- 
amination by the IDF found no evi- 
dence of the presence of settlers in 
Tulkarm. 


The reports of the arrival of set- 
tlers followed Monday’s rampage by 
Settlers in Antaba, who smashed 
windows in cars and homes, Settlers 
have stepped up demands for better 
security for Israeli traffic in the terri- 
tories, following Sunday's petro! 


* bomb attack in al-Bireh, in which a 


settler suffered massive burns. 


Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday called the settlers “ἃ bur- 
den™ on the defence establishment 
during a shouting match with minis- 
ter Yosef Shapira, following the in- 
per cabinet meeting. OC Central 
Command Amram Mitzna warned: 
settlers against interfering with the 
army's attempts to restore order. “I 
won't let anyone do the job for us,” 
he said while touring the West Bank 
with Rabin. 

Angry settlement leaders criti- 
cised Rabin's statements, but af- 
firmed their support for the army. 
Shilo Gal, chairman of the Council 
of Settlements in Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza District, called on set- 
tlers not to take vigilante action, and 
said they should rely on the army. 
Uri Ariel, the general secretary of 
the Gush Emunim’s settlement arm, 
Amana, said Rabin’s statements 
would fuel the fire of rioting in the 
territories. 

Asma Sabuba, 23, an Anabta 
woman who was shot in the head in 
clashes between protestors and 
troops on Monday, died yesterday 
at Te] Hashomer Hospital. She was 
buried at her village in a mass funer- 
al, in which mourners raised a Pales- 
tinian flag. A total of 43 Palestinians 
have been killed since the violence 
in the territories began December 9. 

Yesterday's incidents occurred in 
villages, towns and refugee camps 
from as far south as Dura, near He- 
bron, to Tulkarm, east of Nablus.

Beirut gunmen kill 
French secret agent 


BEIRUT (Reuter) -- Three gunmen 
have killed a French secret service 
agent in Christian East Beirut and 
Ambassador Paul Blanc said yester- 
day the French presence in Lebanon 
was in danger. 

Militia security sources said a 27- 
year-old Frenchman shot dead in 
East Beirut on Tuesday was the dep- 
uty chief of the Lebanon desk in the 
French secret service, DGSE. 

They said the man, identified in 
his passport as Jacques Meurant, 
was robbed of a file of documents he 
was carrying when he was killed in 
the Adlieh district shortly after a 
one-hour meeting with a top official 
of the Lebanese General Security. 
The gunmen, using rifles with silenc- 
ers, apparently ran away with the 
file, they said. 


“He used to meet with officials of 


the General Security very often to 
coordinate on security matters and 
means of combating terrorism,” one 
source said. 

In Paris, official sources con- 
firmed the victim was a secret agent 
and said be was travelling as a busi- 
nessman with a passport in the name 
of Jacques Meurant. His real name 
was Merrin. 

Blanc told reporters that the em- 
bassy knew the victim as a business- 
man and said he felt “it was now 
dangerous for French people all 


over Lebanon.”’ Around 6,000 
French nationals, mainly with dual 
Lebanese nationality, live in Leba- 
non. Blanc said the embassy “will 
not remain idle” and was consider- 
ing “the proper measures” to take. 

There was no claim of responsibil- 
ity for the assassination, the fourth 
attack against French citizens in five 
months. Three of the attacks took 
place in areas controlled by the 
Christian Lebanese forces militia. 

In an unrelated development, in 
the Moslem part of the Lebanese 
capital Syria and Iran were reported 
mounting pressure on kidnappers to 
release West German hostage 
Ralph Schray, abducted a week ago 
a few blocks from a Syrian check- 
point in West Beirut. 

The kidnapping of Schray, a 30- 
year-old engineer with a Lebanese 
mother and a West German father, 
was a challenge to Syria which sent 
Brigadier Ghazi Kanaan, its head of 
‘military intelligence in Lebanon, to 
Beirut to win his freedom. A Leba~ 
nese per said on -Tuesday 
that Schray would be freed in hours 
but there was no sign of him despite 
a night-long vigil kept by his family 
and friends at his house. 

Schray is believed held by Abdel 
Hadi Hamadi, a pro-Iranian mili- 
tant, to press Bonn to free his two 
jailed brothers. 


Military reports increase 
in guerrillas near Manila 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) - The 
military says the number of Commu- 
nist urban guerrillas operating in the 
Manila area has swelled to about 
750, a five-fold increase since last 


year. 

Brig. Gen, Ismael Musico, assis- 
tant chief of staff for intelligence, 
told reporters the guerzillas were as- 
signed to teams armed with .45-cali- 
bre pistols and were expected to 
step up assassinations of police, 
troops and government officials. 

The Alex Boncayao Brigade, the 
Manila-based wing of the rebel New 
People’s Army, has claimed respon- 
sibility for killing scores of police, 
troops and lower-ranking officials in 
the capital last year. A rebel state- 
ment issued last weekend an- 
nounced a similar urban assassina- 
tion team, the Jovito Plaza Brigade, 
had been organized in Cebu City, 
the country’s second major urban 
centre. 

The Jovito Plaza Brigade claimed 
responsibility for the slaying of a 
Philippine Constabulary captain in a 
Cebu suburb last Saturday. Four po- 


ficemen or soldiers have been killed 
in the Manila area since then in what 
Officials fear was the first step in a 
renewal of the “war of the streets.” 

In the latest incident, a policeman 
and a suspected rebel were shot 
dead Tuesday in a brief gun battle . 

Meanwhile, the chief of the coun- 
try’s intelligence service told a Sen- 
ate committee that the Moslem re- 
bel Moro National Liberation Front 
was girding for a new round of fight- 
ing in the south. 

Retired Maj. Gen. Rodolfo Can- 
ieso, director of the National Lotelli- 
gence Coordinating Agency, said 
the MNLF was massing troops in 
Mindanao and Other southern is- 
lands and posed a major security 
threat, Military sources believe the 
MNLF is preparing a new offensive 
to bolster its bid for full membership 
in the Organization of Islamic.

“There are still no Hebrew .books 
for sale, Hebrew teachers still can- 
notadvertise, Jewish groups are still 
refused permission to hold

Hungary announces package tour to Israel 


BUDAPEST (AP) - Hungary’s 
state travel agency has announced a 
package tour to Israel — the first 
since Hungary broke off diplomatic 
relations following the Six.Day War. 

The Hungarian Communist 
Youth Union weekly Oetlet report- 
ed in its latest edition that Ibusz, the 
state travel agency, is offering a 10- 
day tour of Israel for $1,250. The 
“first such tour is scheduled for May. 
it said, “depending on the political 
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situation” at that time. 

Last year it was announced that 
the two countries would set up low- 
level representations in each other's 
countries this year. Oetlet said Tbusz 
is offering 330 tours this year to 43 
countries, ranging io price from 
$100 to over $5,000. 

Hungary liberalized its passport 
laws on January 1, allowing Hungar- 
ians with a valid passport to travel 
abroad as often as they like provid- 
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ed they have $70 in hard currency or 
have booked a package tour which 
can be paid for in Hungarian 
currency. 

Previously, Hungarians were re- 
stricted to one trip to the West a 
year, provided they had the neces- 
sary currency or guarantees for their

READERS OF this review may 
have noticed that so far, no mention 
has been made of Leonora-Fidelio, 
sung by soprano Sabine Hass and 
Florestan, the imprisoned noble- 
man, sung by tenor Paul Frey. 

The reason is that they were both 
disappointing both vocally and as 
actors. ᾿ 

However, as we have said, this 
production did not depend on the 
Star quality of its singers — although 
there was one star: soprano Terese 
Ringholz, as Marzellino, who al- 
most stole the show and was every- 
body's favourite right from the 
beginning. . 

But what really counted was the 
masterful integration of all the com- 
ponents, resulting in a truly touch- 
ing and very strongly-felt 
performance. 

This was neither a “revolution 
and horror” opera nor a “rescue” 
opera, with Don Fernando deus ex 
machina. 


This Fidelio transcended all this 
and became a wonderful expression 
of mankind's most noble and time- 
less feelings: love, faithfulness, free- 
dom, the dawning of a new day.

PALERMO ~ Israel's Davis Cup 
squad, undeterred by rainy weather 
that interfered with their ice, 
by heavy security arrangements 
wherever they go, by unfamiliar clay 
courts and by the prospect of ap- 
pearing before 4,000 rowdy and par- 
tisan Sicilian spectators are in excel- 
lent spirits, as they approach the 
opening day of the tie with Italy. 

The team are staying in the village 
of Mondello, a seaside resort a few 
kilometres away from this city of 
800,000 inhabitants. Twice a day the 
players travel by armoured trucks, 
under heavy police guard, to the 
Circolo tennis centre in Palermo. 
Their hotel is also heavily guarded. 
But all the players are taking these 
elaborate precautions in their stride: 
they had similar experiences in 
Czechoslovakia and India.

Severance pay, which is, in effect, compensation for 
early dismissal or retirement, is generally calculated on 
the basis of one month's salary for every year of employ- 
ment. This is not the place to deal with the finer points 
of such legislation, but rather with the tax law 
implications. 
.| Under the Income Tax Ordinance, employee sever- 

ance pay is free of tax up to an amount not exceeding 
one month’s salary for every year of employment. But 
this, too is subject to an upper ceiling, which is fixed 
from time to time by promulgation of income tax provi- 
sions. 

At present, the upper limit is in fact NIS 2.390 per 
year of employment. In case of death, the maximum is 
increased to two months’ salary for every year of em- 
ployment, up to the limits indicated. 

These amounts are free of income tax in the bands of 
the recipient and deductible for tax purposes by the 
employer. The income tax commissioner may, on spe- 
cial application, increase these amounts after taking into 
consideration the duration of employment, the amount

The premier agreed with the secretary of state that “sub- 
stance” was what mattered, and what should be taken up. He 
was also reported as being in sympathy with the general thrust 
of Mr. Shultz’s thinking, even to the point of consenting to 
weigh alterations in the Camp David text and to consider 
proposed changes in the territorial status quo. 

Was that but a tactical maneuver designed to deflect 
possible American charges of Israeli rejectionism, while giving 
the secretary his due for putting any thought of an internation-

Groping through the fog 


UPSET by the continually bad tidings from riot-torn Gaza and 
the West Bank. the U.S. secretary of state, George Shultz, last 
week launched a bold new diplomatic initiative on the Pales- 
tinian issue. The initiative was not meant to be put into high 
gear before the polls closed in both the U.S. and Israel. But 
the hope apparently was that it would gain acceptance, and 
that it would have a pacifying effect. 

For a few short days Mr. Shuitz’s optimism seemed warrant- 
ed. But in short order clouds appeared. 

Mr. Shultz was trying to achieve his goal in a manner as 
inoffensive as possible to Yitzhak Shamir, yet pleasing to King 
Hussein and Hosni Mubarak. Deliberately skirting the inter- 
national conference issue, the secretary proposed a short-cut, 

‘under U.S. and Soviet sponsorship, through a speeded up 
autonomy arrangement, to talks on the “final status” of the 


occupied territories.

The fact, at any rate, is that the expected brickbats from Mr. 
Shamir's party rivals, Ariel Sharon and David Levy, no sooner 
came flying than the premier hastened to take cover by back- 
tracking, which he at once denied having done. As of the 
moment, Mr. Shamir again will not budge from the distortion 
of the Camp David text that Mr. Sharon calls “the Israeli 
version of the autonomy,” nor give thought to budging from a 
single square inch of land in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

Tehiya’s Geula Cohen, who in a Knesset address yesterday 
declared “war” on any government ordering 
should have no worry. Or perhaps she should, after all ? 

The picture does not seem to be very much clearer in Jordan 
or Egypt either. Although his greatest fear is said to be a 
Sharon victory in the next Israeli election that would, as he 
believes, lead to a Palestinian exodus from the territories to 
Jordan, King Hussein’s overriding concern today seems to be 
keeping in line with the Arab consensus; and that means 
having no truck with even a radical variation of the Camp 
David autonomy scheme. Mr. Mubarak’s position does not 
appear to be radically different. .

Commercial strikes were in force in 
the major towns, and the 800 West 
Bank schools were ordered closed 
until further notice, following what 
military sources said were distur- 
bances at many of the institutions. 

Another nine communities, in- 
cluding Nablus and its neighbouring 
refugee camps, remained under cur- 
few, though the curfew on Bani 
Naim near Hebron was challenged 
by rioters. Rabin toured the desert- 
ed streets of Nablus and its old quar- 
ter, and said the curfew imposed on 
Sunday was clamped on the city to 
prevent the recurrence of violent 
protests. Large forces have been 
brought in to patrol the city and 
lookout posts have been set up on 
many rooftops. 

At Silwad, near Ramallah, resi- 
dents said rioting was set off by an 
incident in which four armed Israelis 
riding in a green car beat three local 
youths, then apprehended them and 
turned them over to the army. The 
Israelis took the youths away by 
stopping a local taxi, ordering its 
Passengers out, and forcing the driv- 
er at gunpoint to take the youths 
away, according to the residents. 
One youth said the apprehended 
mien were later seen under the guard 
of soldiers. Military sources said 
they knew of no incident in which 
settlers were involved. 

After the incident, local youths 
set up barricades of rocks and burn- 
ing tyres, and threw stones at the 
troops who arrived on the scene. 
Soldiers fired tear gas and rubber 
bullets, and afterwards live ammu- 
nition, to quell the rioters. Three 
youths were wounded in the legs. 

In Dura. south of Hebron, troops 
shot and wounded three protestors 
in the legs after scores of youths set 
up barricades of stones and buruing 
tyres, pelted troops with stones, and 
set fire to the door of the municipal- 
ity building. Troops fired tear gas 
iad rubber bullets, and when they 
were endangered by the rioters. 
fired several shots at the protestors’ 
iegs, according to military sources. 
Several rioters were arrested. 

Reports of rioting and shooting by 
settlers also set off protests in the 
Aida, Azza and Dehaishe refugee 


camps in the Bethlehem area Tues- 
day night and yesterday moming. 
Troops used tear gas and rubber 
bullets to disperse the protestors. 
Rocks were thrown yesterday at a 
bus near Dehaishe, and passengers 
got off, flung stones back at them 
and fired in the air. A soldier and 
civilian were hurt when stones were 
thrown at their vehicles at the Aida 
camp near Rachel's Tomb in Bethie- 
Bethlehem. 


At Batir, south of Jerusalem, 
rocks were thrown at a train, smash- 
ing windows and injuring a passea- 
ger. Rioters set up roadblocks and 
hurled stones in Hathoul and He- 
bron. Incidents were also reported 
in Samua, Yata, Arrub and Sa’ir 
near Hebron . Troops also broke up 
a demonstration in the el-Amari ref- 
ugee camp near Ramallah.

In the Gaza Strip. several dozen 
women ane ‘Salen in Khas 
Yunis, i alestinian flags 
and pi eck Arabs from the town 
who had been killed in clashes with 


stayed away from their jobs in 
Israel. ; 


A commercial strike kept most 
shops closed in Gaza city. The army 
forced open 20 stops in the city cen- 
tre, and some shops opened on side 
streets. Traffic was normal as work- 
ers travelled to their jobs in Israel, 
the IDF said. 

Meanwhile, the Association for 
Civil Rights in Israel filed a com- 
plaint with the IDF spokesman after 
being tumed away Tuesday from Ja- 

lya refugee camp by a commander 
who suddenly declared the camp a 
closed military area. 

Anat Hoffman, of the civil rights 
group, said members of the organi- 
zation went to the camp to investi- 
gate reports of unjustified beatings. 
She said that an officer, Rav Seren 
Yisrael, told the group the camp was 
ἃ closed area, even though it was not 
under a curfew, and tried to take 
away a tape cassette they were 


carrying. 
An IDF spokesman said that he 
“regretted” the incident, and was 


trying to check ihe matter. 


Zionism: Towards 


a realistic ideology 


“WHAT DO we actually mean by 

Zionism? What is practicable, and 
what is not? Our elected leaders en- 
gage in a soothing liturgy: we call for 
mass aliya, “especially” from the 
‘West; we demand freedom for Sovi- 
et Jewry to come and join us; and we 
argue about the “territories” — 
should we or shouid we not keep 
them. Ariel Sharon and his ilk argue 
that whoever does not favour keep- 
ing them is not a Zionist. Others 
claim the opposite is true. 1 would 
argue that there is limited relevance 
in all of this. 

Zionism has been built on two 
pillars: the determination of a smal! 
minority to charge ahead and settle, 
in search of a Jewish homeland that 
would be a “light unto the nations”; 
and the needs of large numbers of 
Jews who had nowhere to go and 
were looking for such a homeland. 


From within the Zionist movement ἢ 


there came that small, pioneering 
minority. But without the masses of 
people looking for a home, the pio- 
neers would not have succeeded in 
their endeavours. 

From the Thirties and through the 
Fifties, these masses existed, and 
they built the State of Israel. One of 
the tragedies of the Holocaust was 
that millions, who had nowhere else 
to go but Palestine, disappeared into 
the abyss and made Israel a truncat- 
ed remnant. 

But today there are no more Jew- 
ish masses knocking at our doors -- 
on the contrary, Soviet Jewry in its 
majority seems to be knocking at 
America's door, though the minor- 
ity of Zionists come here and form 
an important element in our {ife. 
Asian and African Jewry is either

bere or in France, and elsewhere 
there are small remnants left. 
Western Jews will not come here, 
now or in the foreseeable future, 
except for that small minority I men- 
tioned. They have homes, and what- 
ever we might say, they will remain 
in them, even if we improve the 
often disastrous quality of our life. 
While in the past we settled and 
drained swamps and so on because 
we were driven by a real need, there 
is today no way of settling the “‘terri- 


tudes that our right-wing friends are 
waiting for, because the multitudes 
do not exist or will not come. 


IF THERE were a real need, 2 
pressing human imperative of some 
sort, one might argue that under 
certain circumstances it would out- 
weigh the right of Arabs, who have 
bacseteni pt so on, in the bak of 
traditi ionist propaganda. But 
the need does not exist. Hence the 
turning of Israeli nationalism to reli- 
gious, pseudo-messianic arguments: 
this is our heritage, what is the dif- 
ference betwen Nablus, Hebron and 
Tel Aviv, and alf the rest. 

If, of course, all of traditional 
Eretz Yisrael is ours because our 
forefathers settled here. then we 
should give up Nahariya, because 
our ancestors ‘thoughtlessly aban- 
doned it, and although Ashkelon 
was included in the “heritage,” i.e. 
claimed, we never really got a hold 
over it. 

However, David did occupy Da- 


mas¢eus and even modem northem 
Syria, not to speak of Amman and 
other such palces. Rafael Eitan 
would probably love to rule over all 
that, but then extreme nationalism 
was never cognizant of political 
logic. 

The rest of us, pedestrian softies 
that we are, follow Jewish tradition 
in claiming Eretz Yisrael without 
giving exact geographical locations, 
because to us Fretz Yisrael is the 
area, the land that we have and 
where we are a majority. It has for 
us a spiritual meaning that goes be- 
yond the more bicod-curdling 
quotes from the Bible and stops be- 
fore one shoots Arab youngsters 
who throw stones at us because we 
rule over a people that does not 
wait to be ruled by someone else.’ 

The kind of Zionism advocated by 
our right-wing friends will inevitably 
return us to a situation where Zion- 
ism represented a minority among 
Jews. and hence had less influence 
among non-Jews. But beyond that — 
an idoleogy that represents no real 
interest and no real need must ulti- 
mately collapse. 

One must reiterate the crucial 
points: the Jewish people are declin- 
ing in numbers. and most of them 
are settled in countries where they 
are (in the meantime) at home. A 
realistic Zionist ideology will take 
heed of that reality, and propose 
realistic aims: let us get the small 
minority — say, one half of 1 per cent 
of Western Jewry ἃ year. That 
would mean, say, 28.000 from the 
υ.5.. 1.600 from Britain and 2,500 
from France. At the moment this is 
a wild dream. but it is realizable, 
provided we give the right-wing and 
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Orthodox nationalists their proper 
place among us: as a vociferous, 
cantankerous minority. A yearly im- 
migration of 28,000 from the U.S. 
could well change Israel for the 
better. : 

The recent Zionist Congress man- 
aged, for the first time since 1977, to 
present the Jewish world with a new 
majority: Labour, Reform and Con- 
servatives, a liberal centre, Jews 
representing the pluralistic people 
that we are — secularists, Reform, 
Conservative and liberal Orthodox. 
There was, for the first time, some 
hope in the air. Gush Emunim and 
assorted nationalist cranks received 
a setback. 

The problem of the liberal:major- 
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ity is. of course, among other things, 
that it seeks accommodation, com- 
promise and pluralistic coexistence 
whereas the other side does not la- 
bour under such restraints. But that ἡ 
is something we bleeding-heart lib- 
erals must lear to live with. ᾿ 

We cannot adopt the stance of our 
adversaries without abandoning our 
soul. So we must preach under- 
standing with Sharon, Eitan, 
Yosske Shapira and the others on 
the basis of a political laissez-faire. 
It will be easter when we are in 
contro} rather than they. It might 
also save the Jewish people, and 
Israel.

IN 1965, Levi Eshkol abolished the 
military government to which the 
Israeli Arabs had been subject since 
the establishment of the state. Had 
it not been for the Six Day War 
which erupted two years later, it is 
reasonable to assume that they 
would have been slowly integrated 
into Israeli society, though it is clear 
that there can be no full integration 
before the Arab-Israeli conflict is 
Tesolved. 

The ences of the 1967 
war, followed by the Israeli policy of 
creeping de facto annexation of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, com- 
bined with a preservation of the sta- 
tus quo, changed"the whole direc- 
tion of development. Instead of the 
Israeli Arabs being integrated into 
Israeli society, they started to be- 
come integrated, in terms of nation- 
al consciousness, with their brethren 
in the occupied territories. Within 
the delicate balance between alile- 
giance to their people and loyalty to 
their country, which are in a state of 
war with each other, the scales start- 
ed to tip in the former direction. 

The reaction of the Israeli Arabs 
to the outbreak of violence in the 
occupied territories demonstrated 
that while the balance has not been 
irreversibly broken, one cannot take 
for granted that it will not be in the 
future. The 12th hour is 
approaching. 

‘Two separate public acts by two 
Israeli Arabs in the last month clear- 
ly indicate the gravity of the situa- 
tion. The one was: the announce- 
ment by Knesset member Abdel 
Wahab Darousha, during a demon- 
stration in Nazareth on January 23, 
that he had decided to leave the 
Israel Labour Party since, in his 
words, he could not be in the same 
party with Defence Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin. 2 

The second was an interview giv- 
en by Castro Watad, the 26-year-old 
son of jam Knesset member 
Mahmoud Watad, to the Jerusalem 
local paper Yerushalayim, published 
on January 30. Of the two acts, that 
by the young Watad, a nonpolitical 
MA student of microbiology at Re- 
hovot, is the more significant and 
the one which should cause us more 
concer.

For Israel’s Arabs, the 
twelfth hour approaches 


DAROUSHA'S decision to join the 


Labour Party in 1965 was based less * 


on personal considerations than on 
the belief that the Israeli Arabs have 
a better chance of improving their 
lot by working with the Jewish es- 
tablishment than by working against 
it. 

From the moment he entered the 
Knesset in 1984, Darousha made it 
clear that ke did not accept that part 
of the party platform which speaks 
of the Jordanian option, that he 
views the PLO as sole official 
representative of the Palestinian 
case, and that he favours the estab- 
lishment of a separate Palestinian 
state. 

Several months ago he brought to 
the Knesset plenary a motion for the 
agenda calling for the establishment 
of an Israeli-Palestinian-Jordanian 
confederation within which the Pal- 
estinian component would have less 
than full independence. 

Darousha’s position was well 
known in the Labour Party and was 
tolerated even though on many oc- 
casions his activities, such as the de- 
cision to address the Palestine Na- 
tional Council meeting in Amman at 
the end of 1984, were strongly disap- 
proved of. 

When the Labour Party decided 
to enter the National Unity Govern- 
ment, Darousha considered leaving 
the party, but was finally convinced 
that he would have greater influence 
inside than outside. However. his 
frustrations increased as financial 
constraints and complacency pre- 
vented any improvement in the 
Arab sector even in those spheres in 
which Labour ministers were in 
control. i 

After the outbreak of the distur- 
bances in the territories last Decem- 
ber, his public position, as a mem- 
ber.of a party in the coalition and 
directly responsible for the iron fist 
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policy, became intolerable. Like all 
Israeli Arabs be couldn't but sympa- 
thize with his brethren across the 
Green Line, and with the frustra- 
tions which had caused the unrest. 
Even if Rabin had chosen a kid 
glove policy it would have been dif- 
ficult for Darousha, as an Arab po- 
litical figure, to sympathize with the 
Israeli establishment. 

This was superimposed on his per- 
sonal belief that the status of the 
Palestinians west of the Green Line 
could not improve unless progress 
was made in resolving the Palestin- 
ian problem as a whole. Within this 
context, he had supported the Peres 
initiative. But with that initiative ap- 
parently dead and with Rabin’s poli- 
cy of quashing the violence with an 
iron fist, Darousha felt he had no 
place in the Labour Party. 

While the background of his move 
was generally understood in La- 
bour, there was little sympathy for 
the hysterical way in which he did it. 
Darousha wor ἃ moment of popu- 
larity within the Arab public but lost 
the: moral effect which he might 
have had within the Labour Party. 

Many Labourites felt that the Par- 
ty was well rid of an undependable, 
compulsive colleague who is fast to 
draw, and never thinks his moves 
out to the end. 

It was also pointed out that Dar- 
ousha had played into the hands of 
the extremists in both camps, who 
could try to use his case to prove 
either that inside every moderate 


‘Arab there is a fanatic, or alterna- 


tively, that moderation will not 
make the Jews budge. ὃ 


THE CASE of Castro Watad is dif- 
ferent. Watad has no public or polit- 
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ical position to defend. All be has is 
his own accumulated truth which the 
events of the last few weeks brought 
to a head. Even though he is a grad- 
uate of the Jewish Mikveb Yisrael 
agricultural school and of the faculty 
of agriculture at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, and the son of a public fig- 
ure who is well received in Jewish 
circles, Castro has personally expe- 
tienced the discrimination and hu- 
miliation to which Arabs are fre- 
quently subjected, as individuals 
and as a community in our society. 
In his interview, he said: “True, 
you have given me things which I 
might never have had, had I lived in 
an Arab country. But you have also 
given me all the reasons to hate you 
— to hate you as a collective, not as 
individuals.” . 
The young Watad knows that the 
Arabs in the territories would like 
the Israeli Arabs to give them more 
than just moral and material sup- 
port, and the implications scare him. 
He indicates that it would be much 
easier for Israeli Arabs to cope if 
they felt they were equal citizens, in 
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which case it would be inconceivable 
to consider throwing Molotov cock- 
tails or trying to close the Wadi Ara 
road in expression of sympathy with 
the struggle to end the occupation in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. “We 
would simply get into buses and go 
to Jerusalem to demonstrate.” - 

Under what circumstances would 
he consider bearing arms, he was 
asked. “When my dignity as a hu- 
man being is crushed, and when I do ᾧ 
not have the right to express my 
opinion and do as I wish in a state 
which is mine as well. When some- 
one will try to move me away from 
my place by force,” was the answer. 
For the young Watad, this is not 
merely a theoretical possibility but 
one which could become reality if 
the current trend continues. 
_ Castro bas no doubt that if this 
nightmare comes true and people 
like himself decide that they hdve no 
alternative but to fight, the Jewish 
state will be doomed. “Israel must 
fear us more than it does the people 
of Gaza and the West Bank. We are 
more dangerous because we know 
where your soft belly is." It is not a 
threat — it is a warning by someone 
who admits that every Israeli soldier 
who is killed could be a personal 
friend, just as every Palestinian , 
killed could be a cousin. “
